Sputum  from  suspected  cases  of  tuberculosis 
is  sent  to  the  Laboratory,  King  Street,  Poole 
under  the  County  Council  Scheme.  Other  patho- 
logical and  bacteriological  examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  Clinical  Investigation  Laboratory, 
2a  Wimborne  Road,  Bournemouth.

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The  new  block  of  four  Cubicle  Wards  has  been  completed  & 
taken  into  use.  The  Cubicles  are  comfortable,  and  attractive 
in  appearance,  but  lack  Wireless  (a  great  drawback  of  convales- 
cent adult  patients). 

A Bathroom  & W.C,  have  been  added  to  the  Bungalow  (which 
is  in  connection  with  the  Nurses  Homo)  an  addition  which  was 
urgently  needed, 

WATER . A plentiful  supply  is  p\imped  from  a well  about  120  feet 
deep  in  the  chalk.  Over  three  million  gallons  of  water  are 
pumped  every  week. 

The  extension  to  Charminster  has  been  discontinued,  as  this 
village  is  now  supplied  from  the  PorstOn  Bore-hole,  The  water 
has  not  been  bacteriologically  examined  during  the  year. 

New  supplies  connected  were  a 4 in,  main  in  new  road  on  the 
Maiden  Castle  Estate  and  a 4 in.  main  in  Darners  Road  Service  Road. 

(II)  DRAINAGE . There  has  been  no  important  extension, 

2,  RIVERS . No  pollution  has  been  discovered  or  reported. 

3,  (i)  CLOSET  Earth  Closets  - 15  on  outskirts  of  Borough, 

ACCOMMO- 
DATION. Cesspools  - 14  do,  do. 

Privies  - Nil. 
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With  the  exception  of  those  cases  above  mentioned,  all 
houses  in  the  Borough  are  provided  with  water-closets.  Eleven 
additional  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  provided  for  the 
use  of  the  occupants  of  houses  who  previously  had  to  share  one- 
water-closet.

In  addition,  other  premises  have  been  closed  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  so  that  there  now  remains  15  cases 
(i.e.30  houses)  in  which  two  separate  houses  have  only  one 
water-closet  between  them.  This  is  a matter  which  needs 
urgent  attention,  as  it  is  very  obvious  that  every  house  should 
have  at  least  one  water-closet. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

DUSTBINS . 

In  October  of  the  year  under  review  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  came  into  operation,  and  action  was 
at  once  taken  under  Section  75  which  requires  the  provi- 
sions of  suitable  covered  dustbins  for  the  reception  of 
house  refuse. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  17  such  dustbins  were 
provided  where  the  receptacles  previously  in  use  were 
not  in  conformity  with  the  Act, 

Motor  lorries  collect  dry  refuse  from  houses  through- 
out the  borough  on  three  days  a week.  This  refuse  is 

deposited  about  a mile  from  the  town.  Cesspools  and 

Earth  Closets  are  not  emptied  by  this  authority/

The  various  defects  which  have  been  discovered  in  the 
course  of  the  Inspections  have  necessitated  the  service  of 
58  notices  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  - and 
3 informal  notices. 
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In  addition,  3 of  the  houses  were  found  to  be  in  such  a 
condition  that  they  were  not  considered  capable  of  being,  at 
a reasonable  expense,  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation,  and 
were  consequently  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936.  In  one  of  these  Instances  the  house  has  already 
been  demolished.

The  measurement  of  the  various  rooms  in  houses  affected 
by  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  was  continued  during  the  year  and 
the  records  are  now  complete. 

In  the  execution  of  this  work  5 further  cases  of  over- 
crowding were  discovered,  in  one  case  the  '’permitted  number” 
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being  exceeded  by  1 unit  (i,e.  a person  over  the  age  of  10  years), 
and  in  the  remaining  4 cases  by  i unit  (namely,  a child  between 
the  age  of  1 and  10  years). 

During  the  year  9 cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  remedied 
either  by  the  transfer  of  such  families  into  suitable  Council 
Houses  as  they  became  vacant,  or  by  removals  privately  arranged 
by  the  tenants  themselves,  842  houses  were  measured  during  the 
year  and  the  necessary  particulars  recorded. 

Applications  for  the  "permitted  nujnbers"  for  houses  which 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  in  question  have  been  received 
from  the  owners,  and  the  nocossary  slips  for  attachment  to  rent 
books  forwarded  in  1,223  cases. 

WMBER  of  HOUSES  OWNED  BY  THIS  AUTHORITY.

Sixty-six  of  these  are  pre-war  property  and  two  hundred

As  required  by  the  Milk  & Dairies'  (Amendment)  Act,  1922, 
the  register  has  been  divided  into  two  sections,  viz*  wholesale 
and  retai.l  purveyors,  there  being  7 of  the  former  and  19  of  the 
latter.  About  230  cows  are  ' kept  within  the  Borough. 

In  an  endeavour  to  improve  conditions  under  which  milk  is 
produced  and  sold  the  undermentioned  samples  of  milk  have  been 
forwarded  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  necessary 
action  taken  on  the  reports  received; « 

1 - Tuberculin  Tested  milk  (on  behalf  of  Ministry  of 
Health) , 

3 “ Ungraded  milk,  and 

1 « Pasteurised  milk. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  the 
following  licences  have  been  granted  by  the  Council; -

1 - For  Bottling  Accredited  milk, 

2 - For  Dealers  in  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  and 

1 - Supplementary  Licence  for  Pasteurised  milk. 

During  the  year  18  families  have  been  provided  with  milk 
by  the  Council  under  the  Maternity'-  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918, 
at  a cost  of  £29.  15.  0.  All  duties  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  this  Act  have  now  been  undertaken  by  the  Dorset 
County  Council. 
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(b)  MEAT 

Public  Health  (Meat  RegiMlatlons ) . 

There  are  five  licensed  slaughter-houses  within  the  Borough, 
all  of  which  have  been  kept  in  proper  order.  Bye-laws  for  the 
compulsory  use  of  humane  killers  were  adopted  in  1923,  The 
occupiers  of  slaughter  houses  have  given  notice  as  to  their  regular 
times  of  slaughtering. 

Unsound  meat  is  destroyed  in  the  incinerator  provided  for  the 
purpose.  The  following  table  shows  the  Meat  & Carcases  inspected

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SECTION  P . PREVALENCE  OF,  and  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

and  OTHER  DISEASES. 

DIPHTHERIA*  No  oase  was  notified  in  this  district  during  the 
year.  A child  whose  usual  place  of  residence  in  Dorchester, 
developed  the  laryngeal  type  of  the  disease  while  away  from  this 
district  and  died  in  the  Weymouth  and  District  Hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  Three  cases  were  notified.  Two  of  these  cases 
were  twin  brothers  in  the  same  house  and  the  other  case  was  a 
nurse  at  the  Dorset  County  Hospital. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA.  One  case  was  notified  - one  of  the 
staff  of  the  Dorset  County  Hospital. 

PUERPERAL  EEVER.  One  case  at  Dorset  County  Hospital, 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA.  Two  cases  notified  at  Dorset  County  Hospitaln 

PUERPERAL  FEVER.  As  from  30th.  September  1937,  is  no  longer  a 
notifiable  disease. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.  One  case  was  notified. 

This  district  has  been  remarkably  free  from  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  as  only  sixteen  cases  have 
been  notified.  There  was  a rather  extensive  epidemic  of  mild 
Influenza  between  the  end  of  January  and  early  March.  Many  of 
the  cases  showed  quite  definite  depression. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION.  Clinics  for  free  immunisation  were  not 


held  during  the  year. 
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TyBBRCUIiOSlS  * All  tho  Oases  ot  Tuberculosis  deaths  were  notified 


before  death,  except  that  of  one  infant.  In  which  case  tho  diag- 
nosis was  made  of  Miliai*y  Tuberculosis  after  death  as  result  of 
a P.M. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  has  been  notified,  and  no  primary  or 
revaccinations  performed  under  tho  Public  Health  (Smallpox 
Prevention)  Regulations  1917. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  case  of  anthrax,  undulant  fever 
or  psittacosis » 

School  intimations  of  suspected  infectious  diseases  are 
utilized,  the  sohools  and  homes  visited  by  me,  and  swabs  taken 
in  suspected  oases  of  diphtheria,  and  of  contacts,  and  children 

are  examined  by  me  for  overlooked  cases  of  scarlet  fever.
